In that 
fort compaſs, fhe might have ſtript France of all her colo- 
ries in America, ſouth and North; and with the Force al- 
ready {ent to the Kaſt-ludies, every French ſettlement there 
muſt have fallen to England. Every Branch of the French 
foreign commerce might be ſo obſtrocted, by the Naval 
Force of Britain, that the Natives of all the ſouth of France 
mult inevitably be famiſh'd unleſs corn ſhou'd be carried 
from the Northern Provinces for their Relief; and in thar 
caſe, the French Armies in the Netherlands muſt be ill 
ſupply'd.
